THE BURIED TREASURE. 


L e g e n d o f t h e E a r ly d a y s o í Lo* A u - 
n l H - F l f t j th o u s a n d d o lla r s o f o ld 
D o n T ib u r c io T a p ia 's m o n e y w h ic h 
lie s c o n c e a le d In t h e A r r o y o N cco — 
I n t e r e s t in g r e m in is c e n c e o f t h ir t y 
y e n r s a g o . 


Among the legends that have came 
down to us from the early days of 
Los Angeles when she was a Mexican 
Pueblo, there is one which dates back 
thirty years or more and recounts the 
circumstances of a buried treasure In 
the Arroyo Seco. We heard it the oth- 
erday in conversation with Don Mato 
Keller. 
Tiburcio Tapia 
was 
a 
Spanish 
Don who had arisen to considerable 
affluence in those times and besides 
being the proprietor of the Cuoamongo 
ranch, conducted a small store some­ 
where above the Catholic church in 
what 
is 
now 
called 
“ Sonora.” 
As to the exact location of this 
store or its character, tradition say- 
eth not, but it is sulllcient that it 
stood in the centre of the pueblo 
and we 
may reasonably conjecture 
that Don Tiburcio sold saddles, flour 
and aguadiente to the natives besides 
supplying them with the other necessi­ 
ties of life. So great was the Don’s 
trade that it is said he kept an express 
line of ox-carts plying between the 
town and this Cucamongo ranch and 
when expedition was required the trip 
of sixty miles was made inside of a 
week. 
In all matters that went to 
make men rich in those.days Don Ti­ 
burcio had abundance—herds of cattle 
and horses, bands of sheep, many 
square leagues of land and money 
The golden ounces as they accumu­ 
lated in the hands of the old Don were 
all carfully husbanded against a rainy 
day. Not that there were money banks 
in those days with ponderous vaults 
and defaulting cashiers; oh, no ! but 
Don Tiburcio deposited his golden coin 
in the bank of mother earth where he 
knew that his sight drafts would al­ 
ways be honored. 
It was his custom 
when he wished to secure his money 
in this way, to take his son, Ramon, 
with him and hide It under ground in 
some secluded spot. 
Thus 
it 
happeued 
that 
when 
Castro was scouring the State with 
his 
marauding 
band 
and threat­ 
ening an attack 
upon 
Los An­ 
geles, Don Tiburcio was overcome with 
solicitude concerning his wealth in 
money and goods and taking his son 
with him one dark night he went up 
the banks of the Arroyo Seco, and 
there the two dug a hole in the sand 
and within it they concealed the trea­ 
sure. There were two wooden boxes, 
it may be the width of a span ami 
twice as long and deep. They were 
iron-bound and tilled with Spanish 
doubloons, each piece weighing an 
ounce uud valued at sixteen dollars. 
Our legend says that the Don had fifty 
thousand dollars in his two iron-bound 
boxes which he placed in the sand and 
covered carefully over. And Don Ti- 
bucio marked the spot so that he 
might' come back again in time of 
safety and reclaim his deposit. Near 
by, he planted a little cross in such a 
way that it would be concealed from 
a stranger’s view but easily recogniz­ 
able by himself or his son. One arm 
of the cross pointed to the buried trea­ 
sure. Then the two led their horses 
a number of times across the spot to 
obliterate the marks of their work 
and departed with a feeling of security. 
His money safely hid from the grasp 
of Castro and his band, Don Tiburcio 
uex-t busied himself in securing the 
goods of his store. These he carefully 
packed in boxes preparatory to send­ 
ing them away, but first resorted to a 
stratagem worthy of the shrewd old 
Spanish stock. He said to his son, 
“ Ramon. I will placea quantity of 
lead in the bottom of these boxes and 
when they are filled with goods, gq 
you and call in some of the neighbor­ 
ing racheros, to assist us in loading 
them upon the carts. They will per­ 
ceive the great weight of the boxes and 
will say that Don Tiburcio has cent 
away all of his money by the ox- 
teams.” 
80 the goods were dispatched to Don 
Tiburcio’s Cucamongo ranch in charge 
of his son Ramon, and the inhabit­ 
ants of the town whispered it about 
that the Don liad sent away all of his 
gold. 
Now while the steady going ox- 
teams are slowly toiling up the valley 
of San José, bearing their freightage of 
goods, to a place of security, Don Ti­ 
burcio rests himself easy at home, in 
tbe full belief that he has outwitted 
the rascal Castro and his band. But 
alas, what an uncertain thing is hu­ 
man life ! Ramon has hardly been 
gone three days with the teams when 
Don Tiburcio is stricken with paraly­ 
sis and laid at the door of death. A 
raeusenger is dispatched in haste 
for the absent son. 
As soon as the 
distance can be óveícomo by the fleet­ 
est horse, Ramon returns but only in 
time to witness the'dying breath of 
his father. With a struggle Don Tibur- 
ci« gasped, “Ramon, Ramon” and de­ 
parted this life. 
There were few to mourn the death 
of Don Tiburcio and in due time tbe 
priest performed the last rites of the 
church over his body and he was gath­ 
ered to his fathers. But now when 
comparative safety is agaiu assured to 
the town, Ramon repairs to the bank 
of the Arroyo 8eco to unearth It is 
father’s gold. The cross is there with 
its arm pointing to the hidden trea- 
ure, but when the sand is turned up 
bereare no iron-bound boxes. Thegold 
as been taken away. When Karnon 
ug up the cross he found beneath it 
hree ounces which had droped unno­ 
iced into the hole on that eventful 
ight, but this was ail he recovered. 
Then the truth flashed upon the son; 
Is father had removed the boxes to 
ecrete more money in them orto take 
onie out for his use. As it vas never 
is custom to secrete his treasure the 
econd time in one place, he had buried 
hem elsewhere. 
But where ? 
The 
secret had died on Don Tibucio’s lips 
as he gasped “ Ramon” and his utter­ 
ance was stoped by the hand of the 
grim messenger. 
The inhabitants 
of 
the 
town 
searched up and down tbe stream, 
ilowing 
many 
a furrow 
in 
its 
lanks in hopes to discover the secret­ 
ed fortune. 
But their efforts were 
bootless and to this day the iron-bound 
money boxes of Don Tiburcio with 
fifty thousand dollars in Spanish doub­ 
loons lies securely hidden somewhere 
on the hanks of the Arroyo Seco.

Some of thctrestling wns un­ 
dermined by the water and the whole 
bridge canted to one side. 
It could be 
passed by band cars and footmen, but 
was not considered safe for an engine 
and cars. 
The Anahein connection 
was made by two trains which met on 
either side of the bridge and tran sfer­ 
red their passengers. Repairs will not 
be difficult, and will probably be made 
in a day or two.

M arshal «’a r r illo te lls w h y th ey a re 
n o t b r o u g h t to J iis (lc c -T h e I.a w s 
a n d F u e ls In th e C ase—Can w e rid o u r 
c it y o f th ese C o sts? 


In response lo the petition of prom i­ 
nent citizens which was presented to 
the Council last Thursday, charging 
inefficiency upon the police force, 
Marshal Carrillo publishes a.card de­ 
fending his department. H e says: 
I would respectfully state to the 
public in general that our city police 
have done, and are now trying to do, 
what is in their power to rid the city 
of tho vagrants and suspicious charac­ 
ters that infest our limits, b u t it seems 
that the courts, jurors aud witnesses 
can not do anything to convict these 
human pests 
It is not the fault of the police, as is 
frequently thrown up to us. 
Parties 
are arrested and brought before the 
proper magistrate, as my books will 
show, for many different crimes, but 
they are acquitted and turned loose 
again upon our public streets. 
The 
law requires sucli ail evident proof to 
convict these scoundrels th at it is 
pretty near a m atter of impossibility 
for us to bring such proof as the law 
requires. 
This weekfseveral parties were ar­ 
rested for vagrancy, having no means 
in the world for support, and doing 
no work whatever; but the law was 
ridiculed, it seems, and they are out 
again, defying the vigilance of the po­ 
lice. 
I understand that citizens think 
there are twelve policemen on duty al­ 
ways, but I am sorry to say it is not 
the case. There are only six—two 
horse-policemen to watch the o u t­ 
skirts of the city in different direc­ 
tions, while four have to do their Lest 
to guard the heart, of the city. 
Two parties have {recently been ar­ 
rested under the vagrant law and ar­ 
raigned before Mayor Beaudry. 
One 
was discharged upon hearing, and the 
other was taken under advisement un­ 
til yesterday morning. 
A t the time 
appointed 
for an additional hear­ 
ing 
of 
evidence, 
the 
accused 
brought witnesses to prove th a t he had 
worked some time in the city and had 
on several occasions made application 
for work. This of course was sufficient 
ground foracquittal under the law and 
the man was discharged. 
Wo would 
remind Marshal Carrillo th a t it is the 
part of a good officer to secure evidence 
for conviction at the some time th at 
he makes arrests in such cases. 
For 
the effort which the police force have 
put forth to bring these criminals to 
justice they are entitled to credit, but 
they should not give up their exer­ 
tions in this direction because two 
cases have been dismissed. 
We feel 
confident that our courts are able to 
administer justice if the proper evi­ 
dence is brought before them, but to 
convict a m an of vagrancy requires 
explicit proof. 
These laws, if rigidly enforced, would 
lead to the punislim entof thatdanger- 
ous class of thieves and black-legs 
which now infests our city. But to 
effect this, we m ust arrive a t that sys­ 
tem and thoroughness which the law 
requires. In other cities we know that 
men are convicted of vagrancy and 
punished for it; why not in Los A n ­ 
geles? Most of these fellows would 
willingly leave the city for good if 
threatened w ith a vigorous trial and 
punishment and thus we m ight be rid 
of them by a quick and easy process. 
We do not fiud fault with 
Marshal 
Cunilo for any dereliction of duty, but 
simply urge him to a more thorough 
enforcement of the laws th an has ever 
been secured heretofore in Los A n­ 
geles.

That Comet Explianed. 


To supply the text for the following 
communication, we reproduce an item 
published in ln9t W ednesday’s H e r ­ 


a l d , to the following effect; 
A gentlem an informs us that he 
saw a shootiug star of unusual bril­ 
liancy, or a comet, be lia s not been 
able to determine which, yes'erday 
morning about h a lf p a-i ó o 'c lo c k . 
It 
darted from North to South in the 
heavens, mi l w as visible for at least 
ten seconds, making a lig h t so bril­ 
liant that houses were illuminated as 
if by tlie r> flection of lire. 
It had a 
tail behind it which lie s a y s looked 
like elmin-lighlning. 
Was it a comet, 
or what? and was it prognosticated in 
the almanacs? Professor Money may 
rine and explain. 
Under date of March tlrst, Professor 
Money writes: 
E d i t o r 
H e r a l d . —I see in this 
morning’s H e r a l d an article request­ 
ing me to explain the nature and 
cause of a physical phenomenon that 
appeared this m orning in our atmos­ 
phere. The said phenom enon’s alti­ 
tude, more or less, m ight have been 
from 2,000 to 3,000 miles distant from 
the earth. Their m aterial substances 
are composed of phosphorous ingredi­ 
ents—as saltpetre, carbonic and nitric 
acid, potash, etc., and which are car­ 
ried up by the rays of the sun from the 
earth, and in their passage through 
the different degrees of altitude they, 
like anything of phosphorous nature, 
take fire in th e regions above. 
The 
astronomers do not agree as to the 
planetary regions eontaiuing detached 
portions of chaotic and uncondeused 
luminous material bodies in the night 
shooting through the heavens, giving 
a most slendid display of fire-balls, 
leaving 
something 
resembling 
a 
chain-tail of fiery light, so that our 
globe frequently In its orbit meets 
with meteors. 
Every thirty-three years, on the 
12tli and 13th days of November our 
atmosphere appears illuminated witli 
these meteoro. The effect of such con­ 
tact would produce dangerous conse­ 
quences in their passage through the 
atmosphere of our globe if the minerals 
were not consumed iu their passage— 
although in m any instances 
these 
reroutes fall to the earth. 
These aero­ 
lite stones are nearly in the same pro­ 
portions and 
combinations as the 
minerals found on the earth, so that 
there are few of these meteors of suffi­ 
cient density to reach the earth be­ 
fore they are consumed>-that is in re­ 
gard to said meteoric stones and aero­ 
lites, which have the same origin,and 
not. as some astronomers say, tjiat 
sucn stones are ejected from the moon 
and 
other 
volcanoes 
beyond the 
moon’s attraction, and therefore a t­ 
tracted to the earth. 
To conclude, a more lengthy ac­ 
count could be given here of said aero­ 
lites and meteors, b ut this is all suffi­ 
cient at present from
